Submarine Telephones. 


The difficulty of submarine telephony 


over great distances is the fact of con- 
siderable electrostatic capacity in the 
cable, the result of this being retarda- 
tion and deformation of the electrical 
impulses transmitted. If a line could be 
made of very, very low resistance, so 
that the electric current would have the 
freest possible discharge, the evil effect 
of this capacity would be in part done 
away with. The relation between these 
two things has been determined in a 
somewhat empirical way. Calling the 
total resistance of a telephone wire R 
and its total capacity in microferads K, 
successful speaking, with otir present 
instrument, is really an impossibility 
when tho product KB of the resistance 
of the line in ohms by its capacity in 
microferads is greater than about 10,000. 


In the very be&t Atlantic cable KR 


equals somewhere near 8,000,000, so that 
unless there should be some totally new 
developments in telephony we can see at 
once that successful telephoning across 
the Atlantic is very improbable on ac- 
count of the enormous cost of a conduct- 
or of low resistance and capacity, if for 
no other reason.—Electrical Engineer.

principle of isolation is the essence of all 
genuine disinfection. 
Its efficiency for 


this purpose was well shown at Epsom 
common. One of the children in a gypsy 
encampment having been talcen ill with 
scarlet fever, was, along with its mother, 
very successfully separated from the rest 
of the community by the simple expedi- 
ent of a ring fence made of rope drawn 
around the infected tent and regularly 
watched. 


The result was that the slow progress 


of convalescence was passed through and 
disinfection completed without further 
extension of the disease. The surveyor, 
Mr. Harding, is to be congratulated on 
the success of his novel and effectual 
maneuver. The satisfactory result thua 
easily attained is of obvious importance, 
and the simple method employed de- 
serves to be remembered in case of emer- 
gencies of a similar kind.—LondonLan-

RAILROAD ASSESSMENTS. 


Yesterday tho State Board of Assessors 


and Equalisation was in session at the 
State Capital, and assessed the several 
railroads as follows: 


Central Pacific, main track, $14,000 


per mile; side track, $3,000 per mile; 
Virginia & Truckee, main track, $12,750 
per mile; side track, $2,500 per mile; 
Carson & Colorado, main track, $3,400 
per mile; side track, $1,500 per mile; 
Eureka & Palisade, main track, $3,500 
per mile; side track, $1,500 per mile 
Novacla-California-Oregoa, main track 
$3,100 per mile; side track, $1,000 per 
mile; Nevada Central, main track, $2,300 
per mile; side track, $1,500 per mile 
Rub; Hill, main track, $8,100 per mile 
side track, $1,500 per mile. 


The Act creating the State Board o 


Assessors and Equalization passed by tin 
Legislature last Winter, was not de 
mundod by tho people. 
It was not an 


issue in the election, and no refcrcnc 
was made to the subject in State o 
county platforms. 
There was not in a) 


probability a member of the Legislatur 
who gave it a moment's thought during 
the campaign or before tho Legislntur 
convened. 
The Governor, as was stato> 


in the JOURNAL nt the time, was oppoaec 
to its passage, as were-also the citizen 
of the State generally, jet the Legisla 
ture, for reasons best known to tho ma 
jority of tlio members, passed the bil 
against the protests of the people. 
Nt>\ 


the Board increases the assessment licre 
tofore levied on tho Central Pacific i 
this State over a million and a half do! 
lars, and that of tho Virginia & Trucku 
Railroad proportionately. 


It must be conceded that the 15min 


has done fully us much if not more tlm 
it was expected to do in the matter o 
railroad assessments. 
It has, as we un 


deistiiuil it, increased the valuation 
the Central Pacific over a million ami 
half dollars in the State, and tho assess 
ment of the Virginia & Truckee propoi 
tionately. Wi.ether this will be satisfuc 
tory to the magnates *emains to be seen 
If they submit without testing the con 
stitutiouality of the Act, it will impl 
that tho roaJs whoso assessments hav 
been increased have not been tn\p<l n 
their actual value. 
If it is permitted t 


stand it will materially increse the rev 
cnue of tho State, uud the counties 
Churchill, Humboldt and Elko, in wine 
the railroad has heretofore been as 
sessed at $10,000 per mile, and it relieve 
the members of the Board from the sus 
picion of being in collusion with the Le; 
islature to reduce tho valuation of rai 
roads. 


Tho people were oppossd to the pas 


sage of the Act creating the Sato Boar 
of Assessors, believing it to be in the in 
tcrest of corporations; the action of th 
Board so fur leads to the belief that th 
corporations will regret that the bill be 
came a law.

PENSION STATISTICS. 


The annual report of the Commissionc 


of Pensions has been submitted to th 
Secretary of tho Interior. 
It shows tlia 


on June 30, 1891, there were C7C.10C 
pensioners ou the rolls, an increase o 
138,216 in the last fiscal year. 
Twenty 


three of these pensioners are widows anr 
daughters of revolutionary soldiers, 7,59( 
survivors of the war of 1812, and 16,37!: 
veterans of the Mexican war. There ar 
413,597 army invalid 
pensioners auc 


5,440 navy invalid pensioners of the late 
war, 
and 108,537 army 
widows and 


minor children and 2,5C8 navy widow: 
aud minor children drawing pensions 
During tho fiscal year first payment 
were made upon 131,160 original cUiins 
amounting to $31,891,538. 
There were 


23,521 first payments of every description 
made during tho year, requiring $138, 
553,274. 


Daring the year 136,216 pensions were 


added to the rolU, 20,525 were droppo 
from tho rolls for various causes, and 
13,320 by reason of death. 


It is estimated that of the soldiers o 


the lale war 1,004,658 wore killed in bat 
tie or have died since the war, 124,700 
of those diseased soldiers are represented 
on the pension rolls. There are, there 
fore, 688,540 survivors who are not ye 
pensioned. 


The war ended twenty-six years ago 


last April, consequently the minor chil 
dren now drawing pensions because theii 
fathers were in ihu war, ought to l>i> aide 
if they ever hope to be, to take Ci.ru o 
themselves. 
That deserving men who 


entered the army from patriotic motives 
aud sustained injuries which disabled 
them ought to be pensioned will not bo 
disputed, but the thousands who enlisted 
for the largo bounties offered during wai 
times and escaped with a scratch ought 
not to be saddled for support upon tho 
people. Th< eo are also thousands of per- 
sons drawing pensions who smelt the 
battle from afar and never were under 
fire, and not even in the army during tho 
war. Rings have been formed to manu- 
facture affidavits to get pensions for men 
who were never in the army, as was 
shown a few years ago at Elmirn, New 
York, where two several individuals who 
had never been connected with the army 
received first payments of pensions rang- 
ing from $5,050 to $12,000 each. It is 
nearly a generation since the war ended 
yet there are more applications for pen-
